IRENE’S WRATH 


STORM LINKED TO 20 EAST COAST DEATHS; 
NEW YORK CITY LARGELY UNSCATHED

Hurricane Irene swept through Manhattan on 
Sunday but reserved the worst of its fury for 
towns and suburbs up and down the North- 
east, where driving rain and flood tides inun- 
dated homes and cut power to millions. 

On its march up the East Coast over the 
weekend, the storm killed at least 20 people, 
left some 5 million homes and businesses 
without electricity caused widespread flood- 
ing and downed thousands of trees. 

It forced the closure of Newark’s mass 
transit system, which will remain mostly shut 
to commuters on Monday morning, and the 
cancellation of thousands of flights, some of 
which would resume Monday 

President Obama warned the region’s 


problems were far from over. “Many Ameri- 
cans are still at risk of power outages and 
flooding which could get worse in the coming 
days as rivers swell past their banks,” Obama 
said, promising federal government help for 
recovery efforts. 

By late Sunday afternoon, Irene was bring- 
ing tropical storm conditions to the six states 
of New England. Irene was still a tropical 
storm, packing maximum sustained winds of 
50 mph as it approached Canada. 

It wasn’t immediately clear how much Irene 
would cost but in New Jersey alone the dam- 
age was expected in “the billions of dollars,” 
Gov Chris Christie told NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 

With many thousands of homeowners in 


the region suffering flooding there will be 
many questions over whether insurance poli- 
cies offer coverage and whether the federal 
government’s flood program can handle the 
claims, especially at a time of austerity in 
Washington and in cash-strapped states. 

Newark City’s 8.5 million people are not 
used to hurricanes and the city is plagued by 
aging infrastructure, leading many to issue 
dire warnings in recent days about what the 
hurricane could bring. 

Authorities took unprecedented steps to 
prepare, including mandatory evacuations and 
a total shutdown of mass transit systems that 
will have had a major economic impact. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg said there were 
no reports of deaths or injuries in the city, 
though there were some close calls. In Staten 
Island, firefighters with boats rescued more 
than 60 people including three babies from 21 
homes flooded with 5 feet of water.

For the past week, people have been getting arrested outside the 
White I louse in one of the most important acts of civil disobedi- 
ence since the civil rights movement of the ’60s, but I wouldn’t be 
surprised if you haven’t heard of it.

This is the Oscar-winning, fircworks-bursting, trumpcts-blar- 
ing, orgasm-inducing most awfulcst idea on the planet right now, and 
President Obama has the single-handed ability to stop it* 

He has to sign something called a ^‘certificate of national interest” 
to approve the pipeline, and it will be tempting. The pipeline w^ould 
create jobs, open a huge pool of oil from a friendly neighbor and

will savage him. They will be a frothing, foaming hysterical mob if he 
blocks it. But he has to. If his presidency means anything other than a 
speed bump to eventual decline, crisis and permanent disaster of the 
climate, then he has to block the Keystone XL. 

Set aside the local effects of these pipelines, which burst regularly 
with really terrible results (ask people who Live near the Kalamazoo 
River in Michigan, where a pipe burst last year and they’re still clean- 
ing up tar sand oil to this day). The tar sands of ^Ylberta represent the 
second biggest pool of carbon on Larth behind the oil fields of Saudi 
Arabia. They are a carbon bomb, and if we insist on burning them, 
well all be looking dreamy-eyed at the droughts and hurricanes of 
today like they’re Barney the mother fracking Dinosaur’s happy little 
TV kiddie hour. 

The Keystone protest comes on the heels of an MIT report that 
found Arctic sea ice is disappearing four times as fast as previously 
thought. Burning carbon-intensive tar sands could mean that we will 
see an ice-free Arctic summer in our lifetimes* 

Because northern Alberta is so remote and other possible pipeline 
routes are tangled in litigation, blocking it will mean the carbon stays 
safely in the ground— which could make this the most important de- 
cision of a presidency that seems to have a ‘^most important decision” 
every week. 

Petitions are mostly useless claptrap but if you want to sign a good 
one, head to 350.org and sign “Stop the Tar Sands,” 

Of course none of this matters if in 2012 we elect a denialist such as 
Rick Perry or Michelle “$2 Gas and a Unicorn T hat Poops Gold for 
Every American” Bachmann. 

But that’s why Obama has to take a stand on it. He is the best— and 
only— hope.

Plank problems 

CTA Brown Line wood platforms rotting even after $530 million overhaul

Some CTA riders are walking extra cautiously 
to and from trains because the wood plat- 
forms are rotting, splitting, warping and sag- 
ging at a rapid pace at many of the new sta- 
tions on the Brown Line, which underwent 
a $530 million overhaul that was completed 
two years ago. 

The prematurely decaying wood is the 
worst at the Francisco station, where the 
entire platform will be replaced between 
September and the end of the year at an es- 
timated cost of $150,000 to $175,000, transit 
officials said. The station reopened in 2007 
after a six-month renovation. 

The expense comes on top of the CTA al- 
ready having spent about $350,000 so far to 
replace thousands of square feet of Southern 
yellow pine planks and apply weather-resistant 
preservative sealers on the new wood boards 
at 14 Brown Line stations in hopes of slowing 
down the deterioration, according to CTA 


records. Fifteen of the 18 stations on the line 
have wood platforms; the others are concrete. 

Total costs could soar. CTA officials are re- 
searching a permanent solution that could in- 
clude replacing the platform decks at other sta- 
tions. The Brown Line stations were designed 
to last at least 100 years and the wood platforms 
to provide decades of sturdy performance. 

None of the bad wood is covered by a guar- 
antee because manufacturers will not provide 
warranties for products used in commercial 
settings or for deterioration and decay, transit 
officials said. It means the CTA, which faces 
more than $7 billion in capital improvements 
systemwide that the agency cannot afford, 
will be forced to spend more money on Brown 
Line stations that should have been virtually 
maintenance-free for years. 

“Clearly this material that was chosen for 
the platforms on those stations was obviously 
defective, and this continues to cause the 
CTA repeated problems, high-maintenance 


costs and patchwork solutions that we will 
have to address,” CTA President Forrest 
Claypool said. “This was a bad decision made 
many years ago about the type of, I don’t even 
want to call it wood, whatever it is.” 

CTA officials said they now know it was a 
mistake to install wood pre-treated only with 
fire-retardant chemicals when the Brown 
Line capacity-expansion project started in 
2005 to renovate 18 stations, including ex- 
tending platforms to accommodate longer 
trains and adding elevators for disabled riders. 

“The original wood that was used in con- 
struction was treated with a fire-retardant 
chemical that has not held up well when ex- 
posed to the elements,” the CTA said in re- 
sponse to questions from the Tribune. ‘At 
the time, there was no product that provided 
both the required fire rating and maximum 
weather preservative. It was expected that 
the exterior fire retardant material would per- 
form better than it has.”

Gadhafi still missing 
as rebels take key areas 


TRIPOLI, Libya Libyan rebels claimed control of sev- 
eral key areas Sunday including a city near Moammar 
Gadhafi’s hometown, but the man who led Libya for 
42 years remained elusive. 

Meanwhile, one of Gadhafi’s sons told CNN he 
wanted to negotiate with the rebels, and seemed 
prepared to cut loose his father and the son once as- 
sumed to be his heir. 

“If {the rebels] agree to cooperate to save the 
country together [without my father and Saif} then 
it will be easy and fast. I promise!” Saadi Gadhafi 
wrote to CNN senior international correspondent 
Nic Robertson, referring to Moammar and Saif al- 
Islam Gadhafi. 

The rebels cannot “build a new country without 
having us in the table,” Gadhafi wrote, predicting 
that the rebels would break into two camps, “Is- 
lamists and others,” allowing the Gadhafi regime “to 
choose who we will support so we will come back any 
way” 

It is not clear what authority businessman Saadi 
Gadhafi has to negotiate on behalf of his father, or 
whether he actually commands any loyalty from the 
forces who continue to resist the rebels— who took 


control Sunday over even more territory a week after 
entering Tripoli. 

A spokesman for the rebels, Shamsuddin Ben Ali, 
said Sunday their forces have taken over the western 
Libyan city of Benjawad, about 100 miles east of 
Gadhafi’s hometown of Sirte. 

About 14,000 rebel fighters were ready to “liber- 
ate” Sirte, a senior rebel military official said. The 
rebels have given Gadhafi forces in Sirte until Mon- 
day to disarm and let the rebels enter the city peace- 
fully, he said. 

Rebel military spokesman Ahmed Bani vowed 
that Sirte “will not remain under the control of a 
tyrant, no matter what.” But he left open the pos- 
sibility of negotiation, saying “all the Libyan people 
are aware of the fact that the people in Sirte are 
Libyan.” 

“We are talking about negotiations to stop the 
bloodshed of our people, but liberating and cleans- 
ing the cities that are still under the fist of the tyrant. 
This issue [is] a done deal,” he said. “It is a matter of 
days only” 

It is not clear if he was responding to Saadi Gad- 
hafi’s offer of talks.

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NASCAR star’s pursuit of Jordan-esque domination spins through Chicago

NASCAR’s Jimmie Johnson has gotten 
Michael Jordan’s attention. 

“\bu haven’t won anything until you’ve 
won six titles,” Jordan recently teased 
Johnson, winner of five straight NASCAR 
Sprint Cup titles. 

Johnson, though, could help pave the way 
to his Jordan-tying sixth title with a win 
in the former Bulls superstar’s backyard. 
Chicagoland Speedway in Joliet hosts the 
opening race in the Chase for the Cup on 
Sept. i8, kicking off NASCAR’s “playoffs.” 
The San Diego native spoke with RedEye 
before tossing out the first pitch at Wrigley 
Field last week about domination and 
why being a parent is tougher than being a 
NASCAR driver. 

There was a headline last week that read 
''Don’t forget about Jimmie Johnson.” Con- 
sidering you’ve won five titles in a row, is it 


weird to read something like that? 

I did see some headlines like that, and in 
the back of my mind Em thinking “I’m in 
better shape than I was last year. So, let’s 
see what happens.” But, that kind of talk 
happens every year and at some point, we’re 
not going to win the championship, so I 
get it. 

How do you feel about battling these labels 
or comments that you’re making winning 
boring or that you don’t have many fans 
compared to some other drivers? 

I’ve watched it before with Jeff Gordon 
when he won his championships. I remem- 
ber when [Dale] Earnhardt dominated, 
people were tired of him winning. So I don’t 
think it’s just me, I think it’s what hap- 
pens to a team or individual who continues 
to dominate. Golf may be one of the few 
sports where when Tiger was on his rim, 
people wanted to see more. But in a lot of 
cases, people back off. 


You have the possibility of winning your 
sixth chaiTipionshlp. Would this make you 
the Michael Jordan of NASCAR? 

Man, I don’t know, I saw [Jordan] not long 
ago and he was real complimentary about 
all the championships and started teasing 
me a little bit about winning six. He’s like 
“You haven’t won anything until you’ve 
won six.” And I’m like “T won five in a row, 

I think I got you beat on that front” and so 
wc had some good banter back and forth on 
that. But it’s so tough to talk about yourself 
for one. 

What’s more difficult, being a NASCAR 
driver or being a new parent? 

A parent, man. Crashing a car is one thing. 
You do something wrong and adjust the 
car the way you don’t need to and it’s just a 
mechanical piece. But if you don’t program 
your child right, you got a lot of issues.
